He said he heard some con- 
versation and then saw Calvin 
standing near the ruins. 

Saying he was not paying 
much attention to the conversa- 
tion between his father and Cal- 
vin, the witness recalled his fa- 
ther saying: “You did it.”” He 
knew his father believed Calvin 
had stolen some food, guns, 
clothing and whisky from the 
home last February, and also be- 
lieved Calvin probably had set 
fire to the home last week, the 
boy said. 

Declaring at first that he had 
not seen the actual shooting, the 
boy was reminded of the account 
he gave Hansen, Sheriff Miller 
and Lt. V. E. Maxey of the State | 
Highway Patrol within a few | 
hours after the shooting. 

“Didn’t you tell us that when | 


your father fired the first shot | 


from the shotgun, Calvin was sit- 
ting on the picnic table bench?” 
Hansen asked. Young Link ac- 
knowledged that such was the | 
case. 


Testifying further, he said he | ~ 


averted his eyes after the first | 
shot and looked again after the | 
second blast from the shotgun. 
At that time, he said, Calvin was 
on the ground and his father was 
firing his .38-caliber revolver at 
him. 
Knife Familiar. 

A switchblade knife allegedly 
stolen from the Link home and 
found partly open near the right- 
hand pocket of the dead man 
was shown to the boy.

Link said he fired 
in self-defense when Calvin at- 
tempted to attack him with the 
knife.

The autopsy showed, he said, 
that all shots except the one in 
the head had ranged upward or 
downward in the body. 

Link was the final witness. 
Before he took the stand, his 
attorney, James A. Kearns Jr., 
told the.coroner he had advised 
his client not to testify and in- 
formed him that no inference 
of guilt would be permitted from 
that failure. 

‘“‘However, this matter has had 
wide publicity and my client is 
a newspaper man who is proud 
and jealous of his reputation,” 
Kearns, a former reporter, said. 
‘‘He believes that his failure to 
testify might be misconstrued by 
some people.” 

Had Been in New York. 

Link said he returned to St. 
Louis from New York Saturday 
when he was notified his house 
had burned and went immedi- 
ately to the scene. He said he 
was looking for Calvin, who had

Unable to find Calvin that 
night, he again sought him the 
next day, Sunday.

Aim on Housing. 

Similarly the new Democratic 
administration will take action 
to end discrimination in federal 
housing programs, including fed- 
erally-assisted housing. 

To accomplish these goals will 
require exccutive orders, legal 
actions brought by the Attorney 
General, legislation, and im- 
proved congressional procedures 
to safeguard majority rule. 

Above all, it will require the 
strong, active, persuasive, and 
inventive leadership of the Pres- 
ident oi the United States. 

The Democratic President who 
takes office next January will 
face unprecedented challenges.

As adopted by the convention, 
the civil rights statement de- 
clared that ‘‘the time has come 
to assure equal access for all 
Americans to all areas of com- 
munity life, including voting 
booths, schoolrooms, jobs, hous- 
ing and public facilities.”’

The platform criticized ‘‘the 
mishandling of the U-2 espionage 
flights,” which it termed a 
“sorry spectacle of official de- 
nial, retraction and contradic- 
tion.”’ It said the Administration 
had admitted ‘‘misjudging’’ the 
extent of Japanese opposition to 
the new security treaty between 
this country and Japan. 

“The Republican fadure in the 
economic field has been virtually 
complete,” the Democrats 
asserted... ‘‘Their years of power 
have consistedof two recessions, 
in 1953-54 and 1957-60, separated 
by the most severe peacetime in- 
flation in history.”’ 

“The list of unfinished busi- 
ness for America is long,”’ the 
Democrats said. Terming the 
Republican party ‘‘the party of 
memory’’ and the Democratic 
party ‘the party of hope,” the 
platform asserted: “For eight 
years America, governed by the 
party of memory, has taken a 
holiday from history.” 

On the subject of foreign po- 
licy, the platform promised that 
the Democrats, if they take over 
the executive branch in Novem 
ber, would ‘‘oppose Communist 
aggression’ with ‘‘our will, en- 
ergies and resources.”’ 

But the platform added that 
the Democrats ‘‘are prepared to 
negotiate’’ with the leaders of 
the Communist world ‘‘whenever 
and wherever there is a realistic 


possibility of progress without 
sacrifice of principle.” The 
‘lines of communication” will be 


kept open, the platform said. 

“If negotiations through diplo- 
matic channels provide oppor- 
tunities, we will negotiate. If de- 
bate before the United Nations 
holds promise, we will debate. 
If meetings at high level offer 
prospects of success, we will be 
there.”’ 

Warning to Russians, 

The platform thus did not rule 
out future summit meetings, but 
it warned the Russians in force- 
ful terms that ‘‘we will... re- 
sist the further encroachment of 
Communism on freedom— 
whether at Berlin, Formosa or 
new points of pressure as yet un- 
disclosed.”’ 

The platform offered no spe- 
cific recommendations on the 
problems of Berlin and a divided 
Germany, but it said: ‘‘The ulti- 
mate solution of the situation in 
Berlin must be approached in 
the broader context of settle- 
ment of the tensions and divi- 
sions of Europe.”’ 

Asked why the platform did 
not specifically urge the reunifi- 
cation of Germany, Bowles told 
reporters that was. still the 
party’s goal and. the omission 
did not imply any belief that 
German unity was not practical 
or feasible. 

With respect to the Nationalist 


Chinese regime on Formosa, the 
platform declared: ‘‘The good 
faith of the United States is 
pledged likewise to defending 
' Formosa. We will carry out that 
pledge.”’ 

A reporter reminded Bowles 


that the 1956 Democratic plat- 
form urged a “universal, effec- 
tive and enforced disarmament 
system,’’ whereas this year’s 
platform spoke of “arms con- 
trol.” He asked whether this 
represented a change in attitude.

The proposed national peace 
agency ‘‘would develop the tech- 
nical ana scientific data neces- 
sary for serious disarmament 
negotiations, would conduct re- 
search on methods of in- 
spection and monitoring arms 
control agreements, particularly 
agreements to control nuclear 
testing, and would provide con- 
tinuous tec!inical advice to our 
disarmament negotiators.” 

Foreign Aid Proposal. 

On foreign aid, the platform 
said a Democratic Administra- 
tion would ‘‘seek to shift the em- 
phasis of our co-operation from 
military aid to economic de- 
velopment wherever this is pos- 
sible.”’ 

“In the Middle East, we will 
work for guarartees to insure 
independence for all states,’’ the 
platform stated. ‘‘We will en- 
courage direct Arab-Israel peace 
negotiations, the resettlement of 
Arab refugees in lands where 
there is room and opportunity 
for them, an end to boycotts and 
blockades and unrestricted use 
of the Suez Canal by all nations.” 

With regerd to the Cuban gov- 
ernment of Fidel Castro, the plat- 
form reaffirmed this country’s 
“historic policy of opposition” 
to the domination of govern- 
ments in the Western Hemis- 
phere by foreign powers. It said 
the ‘‘freedom and independence”’ 
of Cuba were being undermined 
by Soviet threats. 

National Economy. 

The recommendation with re- 
spect to the national economy 
generally paralleled the liberal 
Democratic program in recent 
sessions of Congress. It urged 
measures to increase productiv- 
ity, insure full employment and 
step up the rate of economic 
growth, in order to preserve the 
United States position of strength 
in world affairs. 

“We Democrats believe that 
our economy can and must grow 
at an average rate of 5 per cent 
annually, almost twice as fast 
as our average annual rate since 
1953," the platform stated. 

“As the first step in speeding 
economic growth, a Democratic 
President will put an end to the 
present high-interest tight money 
policy.”’ 

The platform pledged that a 
Democratic Chief Executive and 
Congress would ‘‘repeal the au-

LOS ANGELES, July 13 (UPI)

A Fine Platform 


In present day presidential politics the can- 
didate is the platform, and the document 
hammered out by the convention’s Resolu- 
tions Committee is remembered, by the gen- 
eral public, only for the briefest hour. The 
Democratic platform adopted at Los Angeles 
under the leadership of Representative 
Chester Bowles will probably meet this fate, 
in spite of the Madison Avenue effort to pop- 
ularize it with interlarded films, Neverthe- 
less it is an exceptional document. Its sec- 
tions on foreign policy and civil rights are 
statements of high principle expressed with 
eloquence and conviction and, in our view, 
represent an actual consensus of millions of 
Americans on the basic issues before the 
country. 

There are the usual vote catchers ad- 
dressed to special interest groups—the veiled 
promise of high income support to farmers, 
the vague proposal to repeal “‘anti-labor ex- 
cesses,” the expected assault on high inter- 
est rates, the appeals to nationality groups. 
The civil rights plank, however, is better than 
usual. It is a firm and clear affirmation of 
fundamentals which no American in prin- 
ciple can deny, coupled with a program of 
specific action which stays within practical 
limits and yet would represent, if carried 
out, the progress demanded by justice. 

Of course the politicians of the deep South 
oppose this program, as their political habits 
and preconceptions require, but significantly 
they are not bolting because of it. The call 
for every school district to submit a plan for 
“at least first step compliance” with the Su- 
preme Court desegregation decision by 1963, 
and indorsement of “Title Three” injunction 
suits which the Eisenhower Administration 
once sponsored and then backed away from, 
the proposals for a Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Commission and a permanent Civil 
Rights Commission may not be as significant 
in the end as the pledge of “strong, active, 
persuasive and inventive leadership” by the 
President. 

It is in the field of foreign policy that the 
platform speaks with greatest force and con- 
viction. We hope the party and the candi- 
dates will follow through by making peace 
and foreign policy the central issues of the 
Democratic campaign. 

We regret that the pro-Chiang Kai-shek 
lobby prevailed on the committee to include 
the usual pledge of opposition to the admis- 
sion of Communist China to the United Na- 
tions. The new administration, whoever 
heads it, ought not to have its hands tied on 
a question which may, in the next four years, 
call for freedom of movement. But with this 
exception, the platform generally strikes just 
the right balance between the need for na- 
tional strength — military along with other 
kirids—and the need for persistent efforts 
to compose the difference of the cold war. 

While indorsing a recasting of military 
power to deter both limited and general ag- 
gressions, the platform rightly declares that 
“a fragile power balance sustained by mutual 
nuclear terror does not constitute peace.” It 
sets forth disarmament as the basic objective 
and promises effective initiatives to ad- 
vance it. 

It supports military aid where necessary 
for security, but emphasizes the basic ob- 
jective of replacing tanks with tractors and 
tacticians with technicians, It promises con- 
tinued negotiation for peace through regular 
diplomatic channels, the United Nations and 
meetings at high level. 

Nothing is more important, we believe, 
than the Democratic promise to identify 
American policy with the “values and ob- 
jectives” of the world revolution of rising 
expectations which is now in progress. If the 
Democratic candidate really means this, and 
tenaciously transforms the promise into per- 
formance, the tide of disaster to American 
prestige and influence overseas can be 
turned. No change in our diplomatic posture 
is more acutely needed than a clear break 
with policies which have all too often placed 
our country on the losing side of the old 
order where the people irresistibly demand a 
new order. It was characteristic of Mr. 
Bowles, who understands this problem so 
well, to emphasize it so effectively in the 
platform. 


An Illegal Appointment? 


School Board Member Daniel Schlafly was 
right in challenging on legal grounds the ap- 
pointment of James F. Morrell as school 
building commissioner. Mr. Schlafly intends 
to institute proceedings to oust Mr. Morrell 
from the $15,000-a-year post. To substantiate 
his view, Mr. Schlafly cited a court case sug- 
gesting the board could not appoint one of 
its members to the post even though he had 
resigned, as Mr. Morrell did. 

The board appeared to have been sur- 
prised at Mr. Schlafly’s charge that the ap- 
pointment is illegal. It need not have been. 
There has ‘been a discussion of this very mat- 
ter going on in St. Louis for some weeks. If 
the board majority did not know. about it, it 
should have. If it did know about it and went 
ahead anyway without taking public cogni- 
zance, the action was as reprehensible as the 
appointment was in the first place. 

Mr. Schlafly and the two members acting 
with him should be commended for insist- 
ing on a thorough airing of this matter. The 
appointment is a bad one, and worse if it 
is found illegal. 


The Do-Good Industry 


The United States has 5202 philanthropic 
foundations with assets of $11,500,000,000, 
according to figures just compiled from gov- 
ernmental records and other. authentic 
sources. The crabbed may comment that this 
is a sizable base for tax deductions, but the 
cheerful citizen will congratulate himself on 
belonging to a nation which really believes in 
doing good. 

It would be fascinating to know how much 
the foundations really accomplish. In 1957, 
a typical year, they gave $625,000,000 for edu- 
cation, almost $100,000,000 for health, $90,- 
000,000 for social welfare, $71,000,000 for sci- 
entific research, $33,000,000 for international 
affairs, $29,000,000 for the humanities, $25,- 
000,000 for religion, and $13,000,000 for gov- 
ernment. The size of the contribution, we 
take it, does not necessarily indicate the im- 
portance assigned to the various fields of 
interest. 

Nor does it necessarily measure accomplish- 
ment, quantitatively or qualitatively. Those 
who scan foundation reports with a reasonably 
close eye often wonder what can come of a 
certain grant. Sometimes they also speculate 
that we may have developed a group of spe- 
cialists in obtaining grants. Where directors 


of foundations are limited by a dead hand to 
making grants only for certain purposes, they 
may find trouble in putting available funds to 
good use. Since needs change with the times, 
Julius Rosenwald specified his funds should 
be used within a generation of his death. 
But taking the good with the not so good, 
we also take pride in those 5202 philanthropic 
foundations. And we are reasonably certain 
that we will receive appeals from more than a 
few of them for funds to enable them to con- 
tinue and broaden their activities. 


‘NO’ to the Courthouse Ring 


St. Louis county’s courthouse politicians are 
trying to put over three self-serving amend- 
ments to the County Charter at the Aug. 2 pri- 
mary election. The proposals will appear on 
the far right side of the voting machines, and 
are designated as “propositions A, B and C.” 
We urge county citizens interested in protect- 
ing the integrity of the Charter to pull the 
lever next to the word NO on each of them, 

NO to Proposition A: This one is the poli- 
ticians’ phony plan for “reform” of the creak- 
ing tax-collecting machinery, which collapsed 
completely in the hands of Collector Ralph 
Devereaux last winter when he put Democrat- 
ic patronage ahead of service to the people. It 
would not reform anything. It merely combines 
the Collector’s and Assessor’s offices in a new 
Department of Revenue under an independ- 
ently-elected official free to follow the Dever- 
eaux philosophy of spoils as the reward of 
elective office. All the employes would be 
continued under the patronage system. In 
short, all this proposal would do would be to 
concentrate much of the courthouse patronage 
under one elected official, probably Mr. Dev- 
ereaux, who would be in position to use it to 
dominate the whole county government. 

A first-rate alternative to this spurious 
scheme will be on the ballot at the Nov. 8 
general election, having been put there only 
because a citizens committee obtained suffi- 
cient signatures on initiative petitions to force 
the issue to be submitted. The citizens’ plan 
would put the Revenue Director under the 
Supervisor, where he helongs, and put the 
employes under a merit system. We hope 
voters will say NO to the politicians now and 
Yes to the citizens in November. 

NO to Proposition B: This would raise the 
pay of County Councilmen from $1500 to 
$4800 a year and that of the Council Chair- 
man to $6000. These are part-time jobs, and 
the higher the salaries the more likely it may 
be they will attract township hangers-on who 
want the money, not the opportunity to per- 
form a public service. The Council seats are 
policy-making, and in our judgment the best 
way of attracting community leaders is to 
keep the salary nominal. Proof is lacking that 
higher pay will attract better candidates. 
School Board members in the county’s 30 
school districts serve without compensation, 
and most of them are men and women of a 
caliber at least as high and in most cases 
higher than the $1500 salary has attracted to 
the Council. The Councilmen have failed ut- 
terly to make a case for more money. 

NO to Proposition C: This would increase 
the pay of a future Supervisor from $10,000 
to $18,500. Some day a Supervisor might be 
worth that salary, but not now, because he 
has nothing really substantial to supervise. 
Most of the county’s administration is com- 
pletely outside the jurisdiction of the Super- 
visor. It is run by several independently- 
elected officials including Assessor, Circuit 
Clerk, Collector, Coroner, County Clerk, High- 
way Engineer, Public Administrator, Recorder 
of Deeds, Sheriff and Treasurer. 

When the Charter is amended to give the 
Supervisor something to supervise, as it sure- 
ly will have to be if the waste of tax money in 
the courthouse is ever to be halted, then it 
would be proper to pay the Supervisor ac- 
cording to his duties and responsibilities. The 
present proposal would provide the pay with- 
out the work, and should be defeated. 


Mr. Butler’s Retirement 


Paul M. Butler is retiring as chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee with a 
substantial record of accomplishment. Mr. 
Butler has not always been popular, and he 
has been too outspoken to suit many party 
leaders, but usually he has been on the right 
track. His device of a national advisory coun- 
cil to bring a fresh flow of ideas into the 
party outside Congress irked some Democratic 
Congressmen but provided a valuable clear- 
ing house for new proposals. He has been 
steadfast in advocating strong civil rights pro- 
grams. Mr. Butler’s personal integrity has 
added stature to the committee, and he can 
look back on the last five and a half years 
with satisfaction. 


Only in Concert With the U.N. 


As a member of the international commu- 
nity, the United States may join any interna- 
tional fire brigade organized to put out the 
tragic conflagration in the Congo. But this 
does not mean that Washington should imme- 
diately send the 3000 troops requested to 
serve with Belgian and loyal Congolese gol- 
diers under a joint command. That would look 
too much like unilateral interference in the 
affairs of an African nation. It might arouse 
the suspicion of other African states, and it 
certainly would be misrepresented and ex- 
ploited by Communist propagandists. 

Secretary of State Herter has ruled out 
such action at least for the time being, and it 
is unlikely that the United States will take 
military action except in concert with the 
United Nations. That is the only basis on 
which it even should be considered. Secretary 
General Hammarskjold told a special meeting 
of African U.N, members that he is ready to 
send U.N. civilian administrators and police. 
And he is said to have suggested that they 
send some of their army officers to quell the 
mutiny. If this could be done, it would be 
well nigh the ideal solution. It would avoid 
all occasion for charges, no matter how false, 
of an attempt by white forces to establish 
power over colored people. Since the Afri- 
cans and Asians are so sensitive to white in- 
tervention, it is up to them to do all they can 
in this situation. If that should be inadequate, 
they can take the initiative in asking for help. 

This does not mean that other nations are 
insensitive. They have, for example, sent 
planes for the evacuation of refugees. But 
sending troops is another matter. Ready or 
not, the Congo clamored. for independence 
and got it. So Washington must avoid any 
appearance of negating that independence. 
Help should be extended only as a contribu- 
tion to a truly international effort to restore 
peace in a nation which has come into its 
own so sadly.

Between Book Ends The Irish Still Charm 


THE COUNTRY GIRLS, by Edna 
ae (Alfred A, Knopf, 242 pgs., 


McGINNIS SPEAKS, by Frank Rooney. . 


(Harcourt, Brace, 407 pgs., $5.) 


Irish novel writing truly comes of 
age in Miss O’Brien’s story of Caith- 
leen and her well-to-do neighbor and 
school chum Baba. Their little Irish 
village is pre 
sented with charm- 
ing realism and 
the reader shares 
Caithleen’s desola- 
tion at the passing 
of her mother, and 
her contempt for 
her ne’er-do - well 
father. Caithleen 
and Baba are sent 
to boarding school 
in Dublin. 

We leave Caith- 
leen after she has finished her school- 
ing and also an unconsummated af- 
fair with a middle-aged landowner 
from her home town, Mr. Gentleman— 
who is all that his name bespeaks and 
it’s no wonder the birth rate in Ireland 
is so low. 


Mr. Rooney’s novel also opens with 
a deceased mother and a shiftless 
father. McGinnis and his older 
brother J are likewise sent to

boarding school where the food is as 
bad and the nuns are as tyrannical as 
Caithleen encountered. 


Author Rooney, who is an American 
but of Irish background that strongly 
flavors his book, continues with the 
careers of the McGinnis brothers, who 


after their schooling join their father 
in Los Angeles. 


Jack, eventually a TV producer, and 
George, a poet, are the center of a 
mixed-up society that includes minor 
motion picture actors, members of the 
dethroned Spanish element like Man- 
uel de Lima, and the aimless and 
amiable Father Geraghty, who furnish- 
es a memorable scene when his house- 
keeper goes crazy and bombards him 
with garbage and kitchen utensils. 


These two novels are an interesting 
contrast. Miss O’Brien’s work is eco- 
nomical, deft and flawlessly contrived, 
such as might be expected from a dis- 
ciplined European writer. To ‘‘Mc- 
Ginnis Speaks” such favorite terms of 
reviewers as “sprawling, bawdy, windy 
and lusty” might be applied. The coarse 
naturalism and interminable philoso- 
phizing are leavened by some startling

THE COPERNICAN REVOLUTION 
by Thomas S. Kuhn. (Random, 297 
pes., $1.25.) 


The astronomy of Aristotle and his 
pupil, Plato, stood as the formula for 
all subsequent astronomical contribu- 
tions to assist until the time of Nico- 
laus Copernicus. When this man fi- 
nally published “De Revolutionibus” 
in 1543, the year he died, the astrono- 
my of the ancients received the 
cudgeling of truth from which it never 
recovered, 

Others had postulated that the earth 
went around the sun rather than vice 
versa as Aristotle taught and as 
Thomas Aquinas agreed to and gave 
the sanctions of the-Roman Catholic 
Church. But “De Revolutionibus’’ put 
forward the synthesis of earth’s ro- 
tation with such force that it stands 
as the pioneer effective in overcoming 
the errors of ancient astronomers and 
the mistaken dogma of the Church. 

The details make a remarkable 
chapter in the history of ideas. Even 
the atomicity of present-day existence 
has its roots in the science that started 
to unwind in Copernicus’s time and is 
still unwinding today. 

The author, currently associated 
with the University of California, has 
done a welcome job of making this 
early astronomical turning point a 
clear portrait.

Art of Angling

umes. But, unlike mathemat- 
ics, there is no set formula 
that will guarantee results. 


Some trap and skeet shoot- 
ing experts are poor shots in 
the field. The same is true of 
some skilled tournament cast- 
ers when they forsake the | 
casting platform and _ seat | 
themselves in a john boat for 
a fishing trip on an Ozark 
stream. But, nevertheless, | 
casting skill is one of the 
necessary fundamentals to be | 
considered in the composite | 
picture of a successful angler. 


The love of fishing and the | 
warm appreciation of all the | 
fauna and flora seen on a | 
float-fishing trip also are im- 
portant in angling achieve- 
ment, We have accompanied 
fishermen and wondered why 
they were wasting an entire 
day floating a picturesque 
stream. The towering lime- 
stone bluffs weer given only a 
cursory glance and the brilliant | 
wildflowers were only ‘“‘weeds”’ 
that received no passing men- ' 
tion. 


There was constant grumb- 
ling and grousing about un- 
productive casts, and back- 
lashes were ‘‘cussed out” as 
if the tackle were to blame for 
the ineptitude of the angler. 
Tranquillity gave way to ten- 
sion, and relaxation was im- | 
possible even for the guide | 
who had seen about every type | 
and kind of sportsman on his 
many years of navigating the 
age-old but ever-changing 
watercourse. 


' 


"Fishing Sense’ 

Once, we recall, an osprey | 
descended from the azure sky | 
and seized a fair-size fish with 
its talons and flew away di- 
rectly over our boat. Our fish- 
ing companion raised up off 
his seat, shook his fist and 
called the hawk a “robber’’. 

“I wish I had a gun,” he 
said. “‘I’d give him a load of 
lead to carry away instead of 
my fish.” Such people are few 
and far between and will never 
be renowned as expert anglers 
because they are out of touch 
with the ways of the woods 
and waters, and change is not 
within them. 


The angler may be letter | 
perfect in placing a fly or a 
plug—and still go unrewarded. | 
He doesn’t have that quality 
which the guides refer to as 


For instance, there are cer- 
tain given elements of shore- 
line and water blending into a 
small, placid pool or pocket. 
Here the depth and the cur- 
rent, plus possibly a boulder 
or a sunken log, are instantly 
recognized as ‘Bass Bunga- 
low” and, if a strike is not 
forthcoming on a properly pre- 
sented lure, the angler knows 
that someone more fortunate 
recently has captured the 
prize. But the “For Rent” 
sign does not stay up long 
and another tenant—perhaps 
bigger and scrappier — will 
move into the vacated quart- 
ers in a short time. Such de- 
sirable property does not re- 
main vacant. Experts know 
this fishing fact and are con- 
stantly alert to take advantage 
of it. 


When to rest the casting arm 
and when to fish energetically 
is worthwhile knowledge for 
any fisherman. Some _ shoal 
stretches are fine for relax- 
ation and viewing the country- 
side but are only a waste of 
time for plying the plug or 
casting the fly. It is on these 
water expanses that the ang- 
ler can take a breather and 
perhaps change lures in antici- 
pation of a productive hole 


‘just around the bend.” 


Experimentation or perhaps 
curiosity is part of the make- 
up of all successful anglers. 
Once, in desperation, this writ- 
er strung a plastic worm on 
the terminal hook of a floating 
plug. It looked like an ante- 
diluvian monstrosity but it | 
caught fish—that day, that is. | 
Later it was a fishig flop.

I have been reading 
about it many years and, 
in the current issue of the 
National Geographic, Fred- 
erick Simpich Jr. writes an 
intelligent article about 
Hawaii. His portrait of 
the typical American busi- 
ness man on vacation in 
Hawaii is accurate: ‘‘From 
the airport he taxied to a 
luxury hotel on Waikiki 
Beach. When I found him, 
he was already immovably 
dug in: a reclining beach 
chair under him, sunglass- 
es and shorts his only at- 
tire, long blue combers 
before him, pretty girls in 
bathing suits surrounding 
him, a shaded terrace be- 
hind him whence he could, 
by raising a finger, sum- 
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mon food or drink.” 

I wouldn’t knock it. However, there is a lot more to see 
than pretty girls and Diamond Head. The Sears Roebuck 
store sells orchids from the counter. The apeape plant has 
leaves that slither across the ground and, when they raise 


themselves to the sun, are bigger than a man. 


The Hawaiian Islands aren’t true islands. They 
are volcano tops, boiling up 10,000 and 15,000 feet from 
the bottom of the Pacific to break the jade surface 
and continue toward the sky. Mauna Kea measures 
33,476 feet from ocean bottom to snowy summit. 


The seven big islands run 400 miles from southeast to 
northwest. When the Englishman, Captain Cook, discovered 
them in 1778, all the people were pure Polynesian. Today, 
the situation has been altered. There are about 600,000 
permanent residents. Of these, 32 per cent are of Japanese 
descent; 29 per cent are Caucasian; 11 per cent Filipino; 6 
per cent Chinese; 20 per cent mixed; only 2 per cent are pure 
Hawaiian. What can you expect of a place which has a 
Chinese restaurant that advertises homemade pizza? 

On the average, four out of every 10 people on the streets 
of Hawaii are tourists. They bring big money to the islands, 
and so do the military men based there. There are, of 
course, other industries. 

There are 200,000 acres of sugar cane. The big tractors 
that pull the stuff to the factory must obey red and green 
traffic lights at the ends of the plantation lanes. In season, 
6,000,000 pineapples are peeled, cored, sliced and thrust like 
quoits into cans every day. 


Boat day isn’t as important as it used to be. 
There was a time when the Royal Hawaiian Band 
stood at dockside and played the sweet, sad strains 
of Aloha as the big ships edged in loaded with Ameri- 
cans. Today, the airlines fly 200 and more aircraft 
in and out of Hawaii each week. 


A jet will carry a New Yorker to Honolulu in 12 hours 
and the traveler will pick up five hours in the process. 
There is little romance in speed, and the beautiful Lurline 
and Matsonia sail out of San Francisco for those who like 
to dream their way to the islands. 

At Makaha, on the western side of Hawaii, 
come in green and 30 feet tall. The beach boys ride them 
on surf boards. Mr. Simpich went to services in a Hawaiian 
church and saw a mahogany-colored minister sing ‘‘Silent 
Night,”’ accompanying himself on a guitar. It is a place of 
lazy contrasts, one of the few spots in the world where 
department store escalators carry signs warning shoppers 
not to get their bare feet caught between steps. 

At Hilo, where flowers bloom the biggest and brightest, 
it rains as much as 19 inches a day. Off Kona, sports fisher- 
men comb the dappled swells for giant blue marlin. There 
is a ranch below the volcano Mauna Kea owned by the 
Parkers and it measures 250,000 acres. There, Hawaiian cow- 
boys (called Paniolos) herd 33,000 head of cattle. Along the 
edge of the cliffs, natives watch big fish chase little ones 
over white sands in 50 feet of clear water. 

I'll go to Hawaii some day. The time is not now, but 
it will come. Meanwhile, just hum a slow chorus of ‘‘Sweet 
Leilani’ for me.

“DEAR DR. MOLNER: Can angina pectoris be com- 
pletely healed in a man of 71 years who has had it three 
years? fa ee es 

“Dear Dr. Molner: I am 80 and short of breath on stairs 
and walking. What’s the answer? Can I take anything if it is 
caused by heart? Sn 

Angina pectoris (pain in the heart region) is a result of 
a heart that isn’t getting its full share of oxygen. Shortness 
of breath (as in the second letter) may be due to a heart 
deficiency, or it may be due to some other condition. At the 
age of 80, however, it is apt to be the result of the heart being 
somewhat below par. 


Now let’s face facts. At the age of 70 or 80, we 
have to expect that some of our physical machinery 
no longer works at peak efficiency. 

An old body, like an old automobile, isn’t good 
for races, or for long, hard effort. I suppose all of 
us who have reached the age of discretion sometimes 
think we'd like to be young again; and yet, when we 
take a second look at things, we wonder whether we 
would want to go through all the worries and troubles 
and strain and struggle again. 


Angina pectoris is pain which means that the heart no 


be made as easy as possible. 

The same is true if we begin to huff and puff because 
our hearts have begun to wear down a bit from.70 or 80 
years of hard work. Again, 
helpful. It is ‘also helpful for us to take the stairs slowly, to 
break up our walks into shorter distances. 

We can’t make old hearts young again, but we can be 
sensible about it, and not demand too much. We wouldn’t 
insist that a 1925 roadster go a mile a minute, or turn 
corners with the tires screaming. That would just invite a 
breakdown. But if we drove our 1925 car along at a quiet, 
easy rate, we’d expect it to keep going for quite a long time, 
even if it squeaked and labored. Our hearts will do the same.

NOW HERE IS a peculiar hand 
that occurred a couple of years 
ago when I was playing with 
Johnny Crawford in a pair 
event. I held the West cards. 


North bid a heart and, over 
South’s two club response, two 
diamonds. When South then bid 
three clubs, North had to give 
up, but Crawford had different 
ideas and doubled, 

This double may seem bold, 
considering that Crawford could 
hardly point to five defensive 
tricks in his own hand, but there 
was much more to the double 
than meets the eye. 

Crawford knew that the cards 
were stacked against the declar- 
er about as badly as possible. 
His heart and diamond strength 
sat directly over North, indicat- 
ing that no finesses would suc- 
ceed, and he furthermore knew 
that the trumps would break 
very badly for declarer. 

So, exercising his unusually 
fine judgment in such situations, 
Crawford doubled 

On the king of spades lead 
Crawford played the three and 
I dutifully shifted to the six of 
hearts. The jack lost to the 
queen and the eight of spades 
return went to my ten. After 
cashing the spade ace I led a 
club, thus exposing the entire 
club situation. 

Declarer played the king of 
hearts and trumped the ace. 
Then he led to the ace of dia- 
monds and discarded his dia- 
mond loser on the ten of hearts. 
I ruffed, of course, and led a 
diamond, which South, down to 
trumps only, ruffed. 

Eventually, I also scored two 
trump tricks, which South could 
not avoid, and the upshot of the 
matter was that the contract 
was defeated three tricks, de- 
clarer winning five trumps and 
the ace of diamonds, Naturally, 
we got top score on the dial. 

The odd part of the hand is 
this. Crawford, who had dou- 
bled three clubs, all by his lone- 
some, wound up taking only one 
trick—the queen of hearts. I had 
remained silent during the bid- 
ding, but took Six tricks!

Here’s Where a Lot 
Of Your Money Goes 


NEW YORK, July 13 (UPI). 

THIS IS A STORY about billions of dollars American 
families spend in a year to chase bunions, blues and bad 
breath. ‘ i 

It is a story about the way little purchases for personal 
consumption items mount into the big dollar figures—prac- 
tically without an awareness on the part of the consumer. 

All told, we spend $10,400,000,000 a year on alcoholic 
beverages, the king on the list of personal consumption ex- 
penditures. 

Next in line are tobacco products and smokers’ accesso- 
ries—$5,800,000,000 a year. 

Greeting cards take the next big chunk out of the family 
budget, accounting for $341,000,000 a year. Fourth is chewing 
gum—$304,000,000 a year. 

We spend $294,000,000 a year for preparations designed to 
dull headaches and other pains. 


The common cold is in sixth position, financially 
speaking. We spend $264,000,000 a year on the cold 
and its symptoms. 

Cleanliness takes seventh position on the list of 
personal consumption items. We spend $146,000,000 
a year for shampoos. 


The rest of our personal consumption expenditures, in 
descending order, is spent as follows: 


Laxatives and cathartics, $145,000,000. 
Ballpoint pens and refills, $144,600,000. 

Face creams, $106,000,000. 

Hair spray fixatives, $82,000,000. 

Home permanent kits and refills, $791,000,000. 
Lipsticks, $76,000,000. 

Toilet water and cologne, $65,000,000. 

Mouth washes and gargles, $54,000,000. 
Stomach sweeteners—antacids—$51,000,000. 
Reducing preparations, $37,000,000. 


The rest of the list includes such items as playing cards 
—$35,000,000; dog and cat medications, $14,000,000; and wave- 
set preparations, $5,500,000. 

The list comes by way of Mary Lasker, chairman of the 
National Health Education Committee. Mrs. Lasker has 
gathered together these items to make a point about the 
‘little’ amount of money being spent for medical research. 

The story she has to tell is one of contrast. 

“I feel we tend to underestimate the importance of 
human capital,” she said. 

“‘We should think in terms of the health and welfare 
of the people who are both the means and the end to our 
economic and industrial growth and stability in the United 
States.” 


The point that Mrs. Lasker is making is that the 
nation, through the Federal Government, is spending 
“precious little” to conquer the big killers—that is, 
when compared with the amounts citizens spend for 
personal consumption items ranging from ballpoint 
pens to wave sets. 

She reports that the Government earmarks “only 
$34,200,000” to fight heart disease—the number-one 
cause of death of Americans. To fight cancer, she 
reports, the Federal Government spends “only $58,- 
000,000” a year. To fight arthritis and metabolic dis- 
eases, the Federal Government spends “only $26,000,- 
000” a year. 


Mrs. Lasker reasons that if the citizenry can spend mil- 
lions for personal consumption items, it should expect, 
through the national institutes of health and tax dollars, to 
spend at least as much to support the campaign against the 
super enemies of health in the nation.

It’s 114 Years Old, but Many St. Louisans Are Unaware It Exists—Hopes to Get More Members 


The reading room at Mercantile Library provides a setting of old-world charm with sculp-

THERE IS a 114-year-old in- 
stitution in St. Louis known to 
relatively few citizens. Many 
who do know of it have many 
misconceptions about its true na- 
ture. 


This historic institution is the 
Mercantile Library, which owns 
one of the finest book collections 
in the world. The victim of 
three widely-held misconceived 
ideas, this subscription library 
has long been considered an ex- 
clusive organization for wealthy 
St. Louisans. It is also thought 
to be a rich institution, and many 
even think of it as a business 
library. 

Located on. the sixth floor of 
the building on the southwest 
corner of Broadway and Locust, 
the Mercantile doesn’t 
whether you’re rich or poor. It 
welcomes anyone with a thirst 
for knowledge and a love of 
books. 


It is not a rich, well-endowed 
institution and while it doesn’t 
exactly have trouble keeping the 
wolf from its door, it does have 
to watch its pennies to keep up 
with the inflated costs of the 
times. It does have many busi- 
ness men as members, but by 
and large its subscribers are 
housewives, clerks, office work- 
ers, students and scholars, who 
belong to the Mercantile because 
they want to be entertained and 
informed, and find the caliber of 
the Mercantile collection of books 
a thing of joy and a source of 
deep intellectual satisfaction. 


“The Mercantile Library does 
not have funds to advertise it- 
self,’ President Oliver M. Lan- 
genberg explained, ‘‘and so 
through the years we have had 
to depend for advertising on the 
enthusiasm of our members. It 
is perhaps strange that histori- 
ans and scholars find their way 
to the treasures of the Mercan- 
tile Library from all parts of the 
country and yet so many St. 
Louisans do not even know the 
library exists.” 


For the first 112 years of its 
existence the Mercantile resisted 
raising the $5 annual individual 
fee for membership. But in 1958, 
due to the pressure of rising 
operating costs, the fee had to 
be increased to $10 a year. 


Also, for financial reasons, 
the library has had to discon- 
tinue its unique book delivery 
service to members’ homes. 
However, members may now 
have two packages of fou. books 
each sent to them by mail each 
month by paying postage charges 
and a small service fee. 

Today the Mercantile Library 
has about 1200 members. It 
would like to have more. Offi- 
cers of the library are hopeful 
that memberships will increase 
as downtown St. Louis fights its 
way back from the decline into 
which it slipped many years 
back. 

“The library welcomes new 
members since the original pur- 
pose of the founders—to bring 
the best in books to St. Louisans 
—is as valid today as it was 114 
years ago,”’ says librarian Mary 
Dorward. 

“We hope that this decade will 
bring wonderful progress to 
downtown St. Louis. There is a

certain charm in the idea that 
this very remarkable library has 
seen downtown St. Louis in the 
beginning and during the height 
of its. glory. It has also wit- 
nessed the decline, but now once 
again, it expects to take an ac- 
tive part in the renaissance. The 
library offers to the energetic 
men and women who will take 
part in the rebuilding of down- 
town St. Louis the chance to 
keep abreast of the world of 
ideas.”’ 


Founded in 1846, Mercantile 
Library is the oldest circulat- 
ing library west of the Missis- 
sippi. It has grown through 
the years until today it has a 
book collection of more than 
200,000 volumes. 


Subscription libraries in this 
country were started on the East 
coast in the eighteenth century 
long before the public library 
system came into being. Cul- 
tured men who came to Ameri- 
ica when it was very young 
wanted their new cities to have 
the advantages of the libraries 
of the old world. 


In St. Louis it was a literary- 
minded citizen named James E, 
Yeatman who formed a library 
association and brought about 
the founding of the Mercantile 
Library. The library began with 
a collection of 1600 volumes and 
283 members. In 1854 the per- 
manent building was completed. 
The first floor housed stores 
whose rental provided the libra- 
ry with income; the second 
housed the library itself and the 
third provided a large hall capa- 
ble of seating 2000 persons. 

During the nineteenth century 
the library and hall formed the 
cultural center of St. Louis. 
Brought to the great hall were 
such famous speakers as Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, Henry Ward 


Beecher, Mark Twain, Artemus 
Ward, Matthew Arnold and Os- 
car Wilde, not to mention wide- 
ly-known women of the time— 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, Fanny 
Kemble, Lola Montez, Victoria 
Woodhull and Ann Eliza Young, 
the last wife of Brigham Young. 
There were music and drama,

concerts, minstrel shows and 
panoramas at the hall. 


In 1889 the present six-story 
building was erected after a 
fund-raising drive. First Nation- 
al Bank now occupies the first 
five floors of this building and 
pays a rent of about $50,000 a 
year which is what keeps the 
library financially afloat. Mem- 
bers’ dues hardly pay for the 
acquisition of new books and 
Langenberg acknowledges that 
over-all expenditures are ex- 
ceeding annual income. The 
board of directors is now seek- 
ing ways of supplementing the 
library's income. 

A study of financial reports of 
subscription libraries in other 
cities disclosed that their means 
of support today comes largely 
from bequests by their former 
members. The Mercantile Li- 
brary, strangely, has never ben- 
efited in the will of a member. 


“The curious and widely 
held opinion that the Mercan- 
tile is a wealthy institution 
must be dispelled,” says Lan- 
genberg. “It never has been 
wealthy in its long history. 
Great credit must be given to 
the members of the board and 
to past administrators for their 
fortitude in maintaining the 
library through difficult peri- 
ods and too much credit can- 
not be given to the amazingly 
loyal staff whose belief in the 
library outweighed financial 
consideration for themselves. 


“It is probably due to the er- 
roneous idea that the Mercan- 
tile is wealthy that no bequests 
have ever been made to the 
Mercantile. This is one way we 
might solve our problem. Even 
a large membership will not 
solve the library’s financial dif- 
ficulties since it heavily subsi- 
dizes each membership.” 

About 45 per nt of the li- 
brary’s 1200 active members to- 
day are professional peop!|e: 
lawyers, doctors, the clergy and 
educators, and many executives 
of business firms such “*¢ in- 
surance companies, banks, the 
communication fields, retailing, 
brokerage and manufacturing 
firms. But there are also many 
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housewives. clerks, 
ers and students. 


There is also an air of informality at Mercantile; smoking is permitted and readers some- 
times prop their feet on the tables.

Varied tastes of these mem- 


bers are reflected in the titles 
of 1552 new books the library 
bought last year. 
there were 626 fiction and 926 
non-fiction.

Members choose 
what they want to read from an 
annotated monthly book list 
which is sent to all members. A 
large part of the library's book 
budget goes into buying extra 
copies so that the waiting time 
for new books is comparatively 
brief. 

The Mercantile is a joy to his- 
torians and scholars from all 
over the country. These scholars 
are aware of a fact that many 
St. Louisans have never dis- 
covered—that the Mercantile has 
one of the greatest collections 
of Western Americana in the 
country and ft. Louis and Mis- 
souri history *orm an important 
part of the Mercantile collection. 

The Mercantile has every St. 
Louis city directory from 1821 to 
the present day. There are 
priceless, bound vol: mes of 
local newspapers, en extensive 
file of the Commercial and Fi- 
nancial Chronicle, and current 
aids to business such as }“oody’s 
and Thomas’ Financial Register. 
There are also the current tele- 
phone director':s of -1ajo- Cit- 
ies, and their daily newspapers. 

The library regularly  sub- 
scribes to 236 magazines, includ- 
ing all the popular ones. Mem- 
bers use the books and maga- 
zines in a comfortable and club- 

like reading room, which has an 

old-world charm in its wood- 


paneled walls, huge fireplace and 
sculpture. But there is modern 
lighting and some of the huge 
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windows afford a view of the 
Mississippi. 

Informality is encouraged at 
the Mercantile. Members using 
the reading room to peruse 
books, sports magazines or 
scholarly journals sometimes 
prop their feet up on the reading 
tables. They can smoke and ash 
trays are provided to make the 
visitor feel at home. 


“The amount of reading done 
by the members is astonishing 
when one realizes that an aver- 
age of 61 books per member 
was circulated in 1959,’" says 
Miss Dorward. ‘Average for 
large public libraries is 10 to 20 
per registered borrower annually. 
The reason for our high cir- 
culation is that the members get 
the type of book they want to 
read and they get it quickly, 
without waiting. They can get 
the latest best-seller easier and 
far more quickly than they can 
in public libraries.” 

Mercantile Library is no stuffy, 
quiet-as-a-graveyard place. It 
would like to encourage people 
working downtown to become 
members and use the library as 
a sort of intellectual oasis dur- 
ing their lunch hour, as well as 
carrying home to their families 
books from the library’s vast 
collection. The Mercantile would 
also like to see business firms 
take out corporate memberships. | 

“The well-informed man is a 
great value to his company,’ 
says Langenberg. 


business concerns are sending 
their young executives back to 
school to take courses in liberal 
arts. St. Louis firms could, for 
the price of a Mercantile mem- 
bership, supply some of their 
personnel with many of the same 
advantages.” 


Langenberg and the board of 
directors of the Mercantile are 
now exploring ways of making 
more people aware of the Mer- 
cantile Library. 

“There are too many intelli- 
gent, cultured people working in 
the downtown area alone who 
know nothing about the Mercan- 
tile,’ he says sadly. “Somehow 
we've got to let the people of 
St. Louis know that this library 
was founded for the benefit of 
the people of St. Louis and its 
purpose has never changed.”

Dear Martha: 

AS SECRETARY of the Greater St. Louis Cat Club I have 
been greatly interested in the letters in your column con- 
demning cats. A cat is a sensitive animal and when you 
understand it completely, then, and only then, do we derive 
the pleasure and comfort it can give. A cat is not sneaky, 
but extremely curious and at the same time exercises cautious- 
ness. Only fools rush in where angels fear to tread. Cats 
are useful in keeping the city’s rat and mouse population 
down, which means, in a degree, disease control. I have 
three Persian cats and two parakeets. I buy seed for the 
wild birds who feed on the ground in my yard and even 
nest in our grounds, If these birds were wary or had been 
troubled by the cats, the birds wouldn’t be with us the year 
around. Stray cats come to eat at my house, too. These 
are the strays you see cast off along the roadside. These 
are cats which know only exposure, hunger pains, have a fear 
of stones and know harsh words. For these, it is the survival 
of the fittest. If people who dump their cats alongside the 
road would only take them to a shelter. But then there are 
people who abandon children too. To stress my point:

A Reluctant Guest 


LOS ANGELES, July 13. 

I ARRIVED here Sunday evening after a most pleasant 
and quick trip by jet from New York, and discovered at 
the airport that, despite the fact I had told my grandson 
I had a car to meet me and I would appear at National 
Committee Chairman Paul Butler’s dinner as soon as I had 
done one or two little errands, I was still met by a deter- 
mined group of people who wished to have me whisked 
away in an official car escorted by motorcycles and a charm- 
ing girl guide. This was something I learned long ago I 
could do without with great pleasure. So, the kind people who 
wanted to do everything for me found me a most reluctant 
guest. 

I insisted on getting my own bags, and on find- 
ing the car which I knew had been sent for me and 
which was a modest little economy car, I discovered 
that the very delightful young driver was named John 
Kennedy. He told us his name with a sheepish grin, 
and added that he came from Illinois and was for 
Stevenson. 

The kind hosts who met me had arranged a welcoming 
group bearing Stevenson banners at some distance from 
where our plane landed. So, after getting our bags, we 
walked down and greeted them. They had met Adlai Steven- 
son at the airport the day before; in fact it was, I was told, 
the largest demonstration that had ever been seen at the 
airport. 

How much value there is in demonstrations and people’s 
signatures we will find out in the next day or two. I am 
afraid that the delegates who come here with the votes that 
will nominate the candidates are not very much affected 
by the banners and the signatures and the telegrams that 
pour in. 

I reached the dinner in honor of Paul Butler to find 
the speaking about to begin. This was a money-raising 
dinner, so it was gratifying when it was announced that a 
very successful job had been done by the finance chairman 
and that the results went even beyond their expectations. 

I was urged to come and sit on the dais and asked 
also to speak, but since all the candidates, including Mr. 
Stevenson, who is still a candidate waiting for a draft, were 
on the list of speakers, I felt that someone from the outside 
would be out of place. I was glad of the chance, however, 
to listen to each man state to this audience of several 
thousand what he thought was important. 

Of course, I know I am prejudiced, but it seemed 
to me that the man who made the most sense, who 
analyzed the situation before us most clearly and 
told us what should and could be done about it, was 
this undeclared candidate, Mr. Stevenson. 

From the main dinner we went into another room where 
Dore Schary was presiding over a second dinner, and there 
I spoke for a few minutes before the candidates were asked 
again to speak. This time I left immediately after speaking, 
since my watch said it was 2:30 a.m., though according to 
California time it was still only 11:30 p.m. Finally, I 
reached the home of my friends, the Hershey Martins, to 
find peace and quiet and a good night’s sleep. 

Monday morning dawned with: beautiful weather, which 
the Californians tell me they are putting on for the conven- 
tion, and apparently as much activity as can be put into a 
day was planned. 

The newspapers, of course, are announcing that the Ken- 
nedy bandwagon is rolling according to schedule, and the 
news of Gov. Pat Brown’s announced support for Kennedy, 
though he said he had not released the California delegation 
from their first-ballot vote for him, was met with great 
rejoicing by the Kennedy forces. Many of the delegates, 
however, are Stevenson delegates, and such a division is 
also true of some of the other states, though they are being 
heralded as sure to turn to Senator Kennedy. 

So, if Senator Kennedy wins on the first two or three 
ballots, we will all be able to go home on Thursday and 
we will know in November how the people feel. 

I am truly sorry that Mr. Truman is not going to be 
here, for somehow he belongs at a Democratic convention. 
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Prayer Shouldn’t Be Last Resort

JUST A YEAR ago I was hav- 
ing tea in Paris with an old 
friend whom I see every two or 
three years. He has had a great 
influence on my life and on what 
I call, perhaps too optimistically, 
my thinking. He and his wife 
were in Paris just for the day 
before leaving for the Black For- 
est; she had gone off to spend 
the afternoon with friends in St. 
Cloud. 


His first question, put rather 
sternly, is usually, ‘‘What have 
you been reading?’’ Fortunately 
I had been reading Thibon, rec- 
ommended to me by Fred Nolte, 
professor of German at Wash- 
ington University. Thibon was 
the good friend of Simone Weil, 
whom I have quoted in this 
column. 


From Simone Weil the conver- 
sation turned naturally to the 
subject of prayer. I thought 
there was a certain piquancy in 
talking about prayer on that 
spot, for we were on the Boule- 
vard Saint-Germain in the very 
heart of existentialism, Diagon- 
ally across the street was the 
Cafe de Flore, where Sartre had 
done much of his writing, to- 
gether with Simone de Beau- 
voir, and Les Deux Magots, al- 
most equally popular as a meet- 
ing place for the existentialists. 

But Paris offers dramatic con- 
trasts, and directly in front of 
us was the oldest church in 
Paris, Saint -Germain-des-Pres, 
formerly part of a famous ab- 
bey, and it had been saturated 
in prayer from the Sixth century 
on, There were people praying 
there even while we munched 
our brioches and drank our tea. 

I remarked rather timidly that ||

the older I grew the more as- 
tonished I was at the force and 
power of prayer. One is always 
diffident in talking about pray- 
er; there is a danger that one 
may seem presumptuous. Not 
only that, there is the danger 
that one may actually be pre- 
sumptuous in one’s claims. To 
talk as if one had only to twitch 
God’s sleeve to get one’s way, 
like a fretful child at a picnic 
— that is reducing prayer to 
witchcraft, and God to the status 
of an idol. 

Still I am convinced that even 
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those who believe in prayer 
don’t pray enough, and don’t 
pray seriously enough. When a 
situation becomes desperate, we 
say hopelessly, ‘There is noth- 
ing we can do now but pray,” 
as if prayer were a last resort. 

So it is; but it should be a 
first resort too. If prayer, ac- 
companied by one’s best human 
efforts, had been in the picture 
from the beginning, the situa- 
tion would not have become des- 
perate. Such is my belief, and 
such has been my experience. 

I told my friend last July that 
every unselfish prayer I had 
ever made, from my childhood 
on, had been granted. (My self- 
ish ones received a flat nega- 
tive.) I have never prayed about 
any situation involving others 
where it was not ameliorated, 
and often, the problem was 
solved. 

“T know,” I concluded, ‘“‘that 
some people would say that in 
each case it was a coincidence, 
that things would have got bet- 
ter anyway, without my prayers. 
But it has happened just too 
consistently all through the 
years for me to think that it is 
coincidental.”’ 

My friend laughed. ‘You 
know what William Temple said 
on that subject.” 

“T didn’t know. “‘Well, he said 
that somehow those happy co- 
incidences didn’t occur, unless 
there had been prayer.”
